2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
of record fails to teach or render obvious the overall claimed invention of an obturator tip 
having a longitudinal axis, the tip comprising: an elongated distal section having a first 
diameter, the distal section having a blunt, rounded distal end; a elongated proximal 
section having a second diameter; a pair of blades located on opposites of the tip, the 
blades positioned about 180 degrees apart from teach other, wherein a first end of at 
least one of the blades is attached to a distal section o the obturator tip and wherein a 
second end of the at least one of the blades is attached to the proximal section of the 
obturator tip, or wherein a central section comprising tapered outer surfaces for 
connection the proximal section and the distal section and wherein the outer surfaces of 
the central taper in a non-linear fashion, or an insert or molded blade residing partially 
within the tip, the blade having two wing elements located on opposing sides of the 
blade and protruding outwardly away from the longitudinal axis, wherein the central 
section further comprises tapered outer surfaces for connection the proximal section 
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with the distal section and wherein the outer surfaces or the central section taper in a 
non-linear fashion.
